After so much diverse information, which I have gained and searched 
for with great trouble, during a long period, for the establishment of the 
Catholic Religion in Scotland, God has given me the grace to induce and 
obtain the good will of the greatest and principal men of that country 
to the good and holy resolution which I have always considered . 
very necessary to surmount the English factions which have obstructed 
the effect thereof, to this hour, by so many artifices that they have sought 
at last to make sure of his state (Scotland) upon which (certainly) they 
realise depends their own safety. And having gone into this business 
specially with Claude, Monsieur Hamilton and the Earls of Huntley and 
Morton, upon whom I can say depends two-thirds of Scotland because 
of the authority and high position which they hold there. I have found 
in truth the execution of my task too difficult without the aid and 
assistance of your Majesty whom we have with one general voice chosen 
protector and mainstay of so worthy and laudable an undertaking. ‘To 
which I am so much more devoted because of the opinion I have formed 
from the happy junction of a similar cause for the advancement of the 
designs which your Majesty may have on England. In which I should 
like to be so happy as to bring as much of very humble service as I feel 
obliged to therein, and to find myself there with a pike like an ordinary 
soldier. That is whyI beg you very humbly Sire, to support with your very 
liberal hand the zeal of these good Catholics and to assist them with 
the. aid that they expect from your Majesty set out in the memorial that 
I. have given to the Lord Bruck the carrier of the present letter, a 
gentleman very well disposed to this cause and of whom I have proved 
the faithfulness long since. And I can assure Your Majesty on my 
honour that after it will have pleased you to give to this afflicted country 
(Scotland) the help of men and money which they hope for, you will find 
in their promises all the faith and truth that can be expected. Knowing 
those who have written thereof to your Majesty, good and true 
Catholics firm in their resolutions and capable of such enterprises. 

Mary Queen of Scots was a prisoner at Chartley at the time this letter 
was written.

The ‘Sieur Bruck,’ the messenger who took this letter to the King of 
Spain, was probably the conspirator, Henry Brooke, the eighth Lord 
Cobham.
